WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The Navy aircraft carrier, 
USS Theodore Roosevelt 
is steaming toward the 
waters off the country to 
beef up security and join 
other American ships that 
are prepared to intercept 
any Iranian vessels carry¬ 
ing weapons to the Houthi 
rebels. 

The deployment comes af¬ 
ter a U.N. Security Council 
resolution approved last 
week imposed an arms 
embargo on the leaders of 
the Iranian-backed Shiite 
Houthi rebels. The resolu¬ 
tion passed in a 14-0 vote 
with Russia abstaining. 
Navy officials said Mon¬ 
day that the Roosevelt was 
moving through the Arabi¬ 
an Sea. A massive ship that 
carries F/A-18 fighter jets, 
the Roosevelt is seen more 
of a deterrent and show of 
force in the region. 

The Navy has been beefing 
up its presence in the Gulf 
of Aden and the southern 
Arabian Sea in response to 
reports that a convoy of 
about eight Iranian ships 
is heading toward Yemen 


and possibly carrying arms 
for the Houthis. Navy offi¬ 
cials said there are about 
nine U.S. warships in the 
region, including cruisers 
and destroyers carrying 
teams that can board and 
search other vessels. 
Yemen, the Arab world’s 
poorest country, has been 
pushed to the brink of col¬ 


lapse by ground fighting 
and the Saudi-led airstrikes 
in support of current Presi¬ 
dent Abed Rabbo Man- 
sour Hadi, who was forced 
to flee to Saudi Arabia. 
Observers say the fighting 
in the strategic Mideast 
nation is taking on the ap¬ 
pearance of a proxy war 
between Iran, the Shiite 


powerhouse backing the 
Houthis, and Sunni-domi¬ 
nated Saudi Arabia. 

The officials spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity be¬ 
cause they were not au¬ 
thorized to discuss the ship 
movement on the record. 
Saudi Arabia and sev¬ 
eral of its allies, mainly 
Gulf Arab countries, have 


been trying to drive back 
the rebels, who seized the 
capital of Sanaa in Sep¬ 
tember and have over¬ 
run many other northern 
provinces with the help of 
security forces loyal to for¬ 
mer President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh. The U.S. supports the 
Saudi campaign. 

Western governments and 
Sunni Arab countries say 
the Houthis get their arms 
from Iran. Tehran and the 
rebels deny that, although 
the Islamic Republic has 
provided political and hu¬ 
manitarian support to the 
Shiite group. 

The U.S. has been providing 
logistical and intelligence 
support to the Saudi co¬ 
alition launching airstrikes 
against the Houthis. That 
air campaign is now in its 
fourth week, and the U.S. 
has also begun refueling 
coalition aircraft involved 
in the conflict. 

White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest would not 
comment specifically on

KEENE, New Hampshire (AP) 

— Presidential candidate 
Hillary Rodham Clinton of¬ 
fered a dark assessment of 
a “stalled out” U.S. econo¬ 
my Monday, a judgment at 
odds with President Barack 
Obama’s brighter view of 
what the U.S. has achieved 
on his watch. 

Clinton toured a wood fur¬ 
niture factory in Keene in 
her first visit to the early vot¬ 
ing state of New Hampshire 
since she launched her 
campaign for the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential nomina¬ 
tion. 

As in Iowa last week, Clinton 
was highlighting the strug¬ 
gles of “everyday Ameri¬ 
cans,” even if her remarks 
undercut the message of 
fellow Democrat Obama. 
Clinton said she came from 
a small-business family and 
the country must do more 
to help entrepreneurs. “It's 
not enough just to tread 
water,” she said. 

On a separate topic, she 
dismissed swirling questions 
about her family founda¬ 
tion as “distractions and 


attacks." She was asked 
about allegations in a 
coming book that foreign 
governments that made 
donations to the Clinton 
family charity received fa¬ 
vorable treatment from the 
State Department while 
she served in the Obama 
administration. 

“I’m ready for that,” she 
told reporters. “I know that 
that comes, unfortunately, 
with the territory." 

Clinton was asked about 
Peter Schweizer’s book, 
“Clinton Cash: The Untold 
Story of How and Why For¬ 
eign Governments and 
Businesses Helped Make Bill 
and Hillary Rich.” The book 
argues that Hillary and Bill 
Clinton got speaking fees 
and donations in return for 
favors to various foreign 
interests doled out by Clin¬ 
ton’s government office. 

In response, Clinton said 
Republican presidential 
candidates should “get 
onto the issues” rather than 
“talking only about me.” 

As in Iowa, Clinton is forgo¬ 
ing the packed rallies that 
marked her 2008 presiden¬ 
tial campaign and focus¬ 


ing on smaller roundtable 
events with supporters. 
She again traveled from 
her New York home in a 
van nicknamed Scooby, 
though not nearly as far as 
the Iowa trip. 

She arrived in the pour¬ 
ing rain Monday for a stop 
at a bakery in the liberal 
enclave of Keene, where 


she signed “I love you” to 
a deaf server while visiting 
patrons. 

Later she visited employees 
of Whitney Brothers Inc., a 
furniture maker, and she 
will appear at a roundtable 
event on Tuesday with stu¬ 
dents and teachers at New 
Hampshire Technical Insti¬ 
tute in Concord. 


Clinton, who lost the 2008 
Democratic nomination 
to Obama, came to New 
Hampshire this time as the 
party's leading candidate 
and so far faces little op¬ 
position. Nevertheless, her 
campaign is determined 
to show early-state voters 
that she is taking nothing 
for granted. Q 


Koch brothers signal 2016 support for Gov. Scott Walker

Most of the 
leading Republican can¬ 
didates have aggressively 
courted the Kochs, who 
control a network of politi¬

servative candidates and 
policies. But while the Kochs 
are influential among their 
peers, it is unclear whether 
they will favor Walker with 
more than good will.

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Six from US charged with trying to join Islamic State

ST. PAUL, Minnesota (AP) 

— Six Minnesota men have 
been charged with terror¬ 
ism in a criminal complaint 
unsealed Monday, the lat¬ 
est Westerners accused of 
traveling or attempting to 
travel to Syria to join the Is¬ 
lamic State group. 

The six, whom authorities 
described as friends who 
met secretly to plan their 
travels, are accused of 
conspiracy to provide ma¬ 
terial support and attempt¬ 
ing to provide material sup¬ 
port to a foreign terrorist 
organization. 

The complaint says the men 
planned to reach Syria by 
flying to nearby countries 
from Minneapolis, San Di¬ 
ego or New York City, and 
lied to federal investigators 


when they were stopped. 
Charged are brothers Mo- 
hamed Abdihamid Farah, 
21, and Adnan Abdihamid 
Farah, 19; Abdurahman 
Yasin Daud, 21; Zacharia 
Yusuf Abdurahman, 19; 
Hanad Mustafe Musse, 19; 
and Guled Ali Omar, 20. All 
are Somali-Americans, au¬ 
thorities said." 

These were focused men 
who were intent on joining 
a terrorist organization," 
Minnesota U.S. Attorney 
Andy Luger said at a news 
conference Monday. 

The six were arrested Sun¬ 
day in Minneapolis and San 
Diego and are scheduled 
to make initial appearanc¬ 
es in federal court on Mon¬ 
day. 

They are the latest peo¬ 
ple from Minnesota to be 
charged in an investigation 


stretching back months into 
the recruitment of Western¬ 
ers by IS. 

Authorities said earlier that 
a handful of Minnesota 
residents have traveled to 
Syria to fight with militants in 
the past year, and at least 
one has died. 

The Minneapolis area is 
home to the largest con¬ 
centration of Somali im¬ 
migrants in the U.S. Since 
2007, more than 22 young 
Somali men have also trav¬ 
eled from Minnesota to 
Somalia to join the militant 
group al-Shabab. 

Omar’s older brother, 
Ahmed Ali Omar, was 
among those who joined 
al-Shabab, leaving Minne¬ 
sota in December 2007, ac¬ 
cording to the complaint. 
Ahmed Omar remains a fu¬ 
gitive.

New York man who plotted to

Marcos Alonso Zea, 26, 
pleaded guilty in Septem¬ 
ber to attempting to pro¬ 
vide material support to al- 
Qaida in the Arabian Pen¬ 
insula, also known as Ansar 
al-Sharia, and obstruction 
of justice. 

Federal prosecutors said 
the man flew to London on 
his way to Yemen in Janu¬ 
ary 2012. He was rejected 
by customs officials in Lon¬ 
don and returned to the 


United States. Once home, 
prosecutors say, Zea con¬ 
tinued participating in the 
conspiracy. He was arrest¬ 
ed in October 2013. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Sandra Feuerstein rejected 
an appeal for lenience 
from Zea’s attorney, Marc 
Bogatin, who argued that 
despite the guilty plea, 
his client had not actu¬ 
ally committed any violent 
acts that would require him 
to receive the maximum 
penalty. Had he gone to 
trial, Zea could have faced 
up to life in prison. Bogatin 
suggested that Zea be sen¬ 
tenced to about 10 years in 
prison. 

Feuerstein appeared du¬ 
bious at that contention, 
noting that Zea admitted 
wanting to assist the terror

American businesses expect sales rebound, more hiring

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

U.S. businesses expect their 
sales will rebound in the 
next three months after a 
sluggish first quarter, and 
they also plan to boost hir¬ 
ing and pay, according to 
a survey released Monday. 
Just 49 percent of firms said 
their sales increased in the 
first three months of the 
year from last year’s fourth 
quarter. That’s down from 
54 percent that reported 
higher sales in the last sur¬ 
vey, in January. 

Yet companies are much 
more bullish about the 
April through June quarter. 
Nearly three-quarters of 
companies forecast higher 
sales over the next three 
months, up from 68 percent 
in January and just 54 per¬ 
cent in October. 

The results suggest that 
weak growth in the first 
three months of the year 
may prove temporary. 
Harsh winter weather, labor 
disputes at West Coast ports 
that slowed shipping and 
a jump in the value of the 
dollar likely held economic 
growth to a 1 percent an¬ 
nual pace, or below, from 
January through March. 
Yet most economists ex¬ 
pect growth to accelerate 
in the second quarter. 
“Growth in the first quar¬ 
ter appears to be an out¬ 
lier within the broader eco¬ 
nomic outlook,” said John 
Silvia, chief economist at 
Wells Fargo. 

Silvia is also president of 
the National Association 
for Business Economics, 
which conducted the sur¬ 
vey covering 77 compa¬ 
nies in the second half of 
March. The companies sur¬ 
veyed represent a broad 
cross-section of industries 
— including manufactur¬ 
ing, construction, finance, 
hotels and restaurants — 


with nearly half having 
more than 1,000 employ¬ 
ees and a quarter having 
fewer than 10. 

Another sign of confidence 
in the economic outlook: 
The percentage of firms 
that said they raised pay in 
the January-March quarter 
soared to 45 percent, up 
from 31 percent in Janu¬ 
ary and 35 percent a year 
earlier. 

And 46 percent plan to 
boost pay in the second 
quarter, a sign that the 
weakness in the first quarter 
hasn’t caused them to cut 
back on salaries. Still, the 
finding clashes with gov¬ 
ernment measures of pay, 
which show that average 
hourly earnings have risen 
just 2.1 percent in the past 
12 months. That's the same 
sluggish pace that has per¬ 
sisted since the recession 
ended in 2009. 

There is little sign of a hiring 
pullback either. Just over 
a third of firms said they 
added workers in the first 
quarter, similar to the per¬ 
centage that did so in the 
previous four quarters. And 
41 percent expect to hire 
more staff in the April-June 
quarter, up modestly from 
36 percent in January. 

The survey did find some 
weak spots. Companies 
were much less likely to 
step up spending on com¬ 
puters, industrial machin¬ 
ery, and communications 
gear in the first quarter. Just 
38 percent did so, down 
from 51 percent in January 
and the weakest showing 
in a year. 

And the dollar’s rise in value 
has harmed some compa¬ 
nies. The dollar is up about 
28 percent against the euro 
in the past six months and 
18 percent compared with 
Japan’s yen. That makes 
U.S. exports to Europe and 
Japan more expensive, 
and also makes profits 


earned from U.S. compa¬ 
nies’ overseas operations 
worth less when translated 


into dollars. 

Thirty percent of member 
companies said the stron¬ 


ger dollar has hurt their busi¬ 
ness, while 62 percent said 
it had no effect.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — A union 
is asking labor regulators to 
go to court to force Wal- 
Mart to rehire all 2,200 em¬ 
ployees affected by the 
abrupt temporary closing 
of five stores a week ago. 
The United Food and 
Commercial Workers In¬ 
ternational Union filed the 
charge with the National 
Labor Relations Board on 
Monday, arguing the clos¬ 
ings were retaliation for la¬ 
bor activism. Wal-Mart says 
it closed the stores to fix 
plumbing issues. 

One affected store, in Pico 
Rivera, California, has been 
a hotbed for worker pro¬ 
tests against Wal-Mart. It 
was the first store to wage 
such protests, in October 
2012. The other stores are 
in Midland and Livingston, 
Texas; Tulsa, Oklahoma; 
and Brandon, Florida. 

The food and commercial 
workers union made its filing 
on behalf of OUR Wal-Mart,

That made it the first union¬ 
ized store in North America 
just before the store was 
closed. 

Wal-Mart has been making 
moves to increase pay for 
its workers.

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 

Saudi-led airstrikes hit 
weapons caches held by 
Iran-backed Shiite reb¬ 
els, touching off massive 
explosions Monday in Ye¬ 
men’s capital that killed at 
least 19 people and buried 
scores of others under the 
rubble of flattened homes. 
The U.S. Navy, meanwhile, 
has dispatched the aircraft 
carrier USS Theodore Roos¬ 
evelt toward the waters off 
Yemen to join other Ameri¬ 
can ships prepared to in¬ 
tercept any Iranian vessels 


carrying weapons to the 
rebels, U.S. officials said. 
After the coalition air- 
strikes, mushroom clouds 
rose over the mountainous 
outskirts of Sanaa, where 
the arms depots are lo¬ 
cated. The Fag Atan area 
has been targeted several 
times since March 26, the 
start of the air campaign 
against the rebels known 
as Houthis. 

“It was like the doors of hell 
opened all of a sudden,” 
said Mohammed Sarhan, 
whose home is less than 2 
kilometers (1 mile) from the 
site. “I felt the house lift up 


and fall.” 

The blasts — among the 
most powerful in Sanaa 
since the airstrikes began 
— deposited a layer of soot 
on the top floors of build¬ 
ings in the Yemeni capital 
and left streets littered with 
glass. Anti-aircraft fire rat¬ 
tled in response. 

One bomb hit near the 
Iranian Embassy in Sanaa, 
drawing a sharp rebuke 
from Tehran. 

Saudi Arabia and several 
of its allies, mainly Gulf 
Arab countries, have been 
trying to drive back the 
rebels, who seized Sanaa 


in September and have 
overrun many other north¬ 
ern provinces with the help 
of security forces loyal to 
former President Ali Abdul¬ 
lah Saleh. The U.S. supports 
the Saudi campaign. 
Western governments and 
Sunni Arab countries say 
the Houthis get their arms 
from Iran. Tehran and the 
rebels deny that, although 
the Islamic Republic has 
provided political and hu¬ 
manitarian support to the 
Shiite group. 

The Houthis and Saleh’s 
troops have also ad¬ 
vanced on the southern 
port of Aden, Yemen’s 
main sea hub, forcing Pres¬ 
ident Abed Rabbo Man- 
sour Hadi to flee the impov¬ 
erished but strategic coun¬ 
try last month. The Houthis 
and their allies have been 
trying to take over Aden 


for weeks. 

The announcement that 
the USS Theodore Roos¬ 
evelt is heading for the re¬ 
gion comes amid reports 
that a convoy of Iranian 
ships may be headed to¬ 
ward Yemen to arm the 
Houthis. There are about 
nine U.S. ships in the re¬ 
gion, including cruisers and 
destroyers carrying teams 
that can board and search 
other vessels. The U.S. offi¬ 
cials spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to dis¬ 
cuss the ship movement 
on the record. The carrier's 
deployment follows last 
week's approval of a U.N. 
Security Council resolu¬ 
tion that imposed an arms 
embargo on the Houthis. 
The resolution passed in 
a 14-0 vote with Russia 
abstaining.Q 


Russia: 

Leader of al-Qaida-linked group killed

es have killed the leader of 
an al-Qaida-linked group 
operating in the Caucasus 
region of southern Russia, 
the national counterterror¬ 
ism agency said Monday. 
Aliaskhab Kebekov took 
over the leadership of the 
Caucasus Emirate last year 


after the death of its found¬ 
er, Doku Umarov, who had 
claimed responsibility for 
major attacks in Russia. Ke¬ 
bekov pledged allegiance 
to al-Qaida and last month 
was added to a U.S. gov¬ 
ernment list of global ter¬ 
rorists. 

The Caucasus Emirate is 
a loose alliance of rebel 
groups seeking to create 
an independent Islamic 


state in the North Cauca¬ 
sus, a predominantly Mus¬ 
lim region that includes 
Chechnya and Dagestan. 
Russia’s National Anti-Ter¬ 
rorist Committee, or NAK, 
announced Monday that 
special forces killed Ke¬ 
bekov and two other sus¬ 
pected militants after trap¬ 
ping them inside a private 
home in Buinaksk, Dages¬ 
tan, the day before.Q

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Amid new migrant crises, Italian PM decries ‘death voyages’

MILAN (AP) — Shaken by 
the feared drowning of 
hundreds of people in 


the latest Mediterranean 
tragedy, European lead¬ 
ers struggled Monday for 
an adequate response in 
the face of unremitting mi¬ 
grant flows and continued 


instability in Libya that has 
given free rein fo human 
traffickers. 

Even as the search con¬ 
tinued for victims of the 


weekend disaster that left 
as many as 950 people 
feared dead, coast guard 
ships rushed to respond to 
new distress calls on the 
high seas — two off Libya 


and a third boat that ran 
aground near Greece. 
Decrying what he called 
an “escalation in these 
death voyages,” Ital¬ 


ian Premier Matteo Renzi 
urged Europe to put the 
focus on preventing more 
boats from leaving Libya, 
the source of 90 percent of 
migrant traffic fo Italy. 


“We are facing an orga¬ 
nized criminal activity that 
is making lots of money, 
but above all ruining many 
lives,” Renzi said at a joint 
news conference with 
Malta's prime minister, 
Joseph Muscat. He com¬ 
pared their activity to that 
of slave traders of centuries 
past, “unscrupulous men 
who traded human lives." 
The European Union for¬ 
eign affairs chief, Federica 
Mogherini, said this week¬ 
end’s appalling human toll 
— which, if verified, would 
be the deadliest migrant 
tragedy ever — had “fi¬ 
nally” fully awakened the 
European Union to the evils 
of human trafficking. 

The EU has been under in¬ 
creasing criticism for lag¬ 
ging in its response to the 
crisis, with two shipwrecks 
believed to have taken the 
lives of as many as 1,300 
migrants in the past week. 
Some 400 people are be¬ 
lieved to have drowned in 
another capsizing on April 
13 . 

Stopping the traffickers will 
be a key item on the agen¬ 
da when EU leaders meet 
in an emergency summit 
Thursday in Brussels, along 


with a proposal to double 
spending on sea patrols off 
Europe's southern border. 
The 10-point plan includes 
a proposal to take “civil- 
military” action modeled 
on previous operations in 
the Horn of Africa fo com¬ 
bat Somali piracy. 
Meanwhile, new details 
emerged about the week¬ 
end disaster, with Italian 
prosecutors saying hun¬ 
dreds of migrants were 
locked below deck unable 
to escape when the rick¬ 
ety boat capsized off the 
coast of Libya. 

Speaking at a news con¬ 
ference in Catania, Sic¬ 
ily, prosecutor Giovanni 
Salvi said “a few hundred 
were forced into the hold 
and they were locked in 
and prevented from com¬ 
ing out.” He said hundreds 
more were locked on a 
second level of the boat, 
which also had hundreds 
of migrants squeezed into 
its upper deck. 

Salvi said the migrants 
rushed to one side of the 
boat as they saw a Portu¬ 
guese-flagged container 
vessel approach, with the 
promise of rescue contrib¬ 
uting to the disasterO

Spain: Student armed with crossbow, machete kills teacher

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 

— A 13-year-old Spanish 
boy armed with a cross¬ 
bow and a machete killed 
a substitute teacher and 
wounded four other peo¬ 
ple at his school in Barce¬ 
lona on Monday, police 
said. 

The unidentified boy was 
detained by police as a 
suspect in the attack that 
also saw two other teach¬ 
ers and two students in¬ 
jured. Authorities said the 
boy, who was undergoing 
a psychiatric examina¬ 


tion, will not face criminal 
charges because he is un¬ 
der the age of 14. 

The attack, which took 
place just after 9.30 a.m., 
sowed terror in the high 
school in a working class 
neighborhood of Spain’s 
second-largest city. 

“We were just starting the 
class and suddenly we 
heard screams," said stu¬ 
dent Gemma Jarque. “So 
we shut ourselves inside 
our classroom in order to 
be safe.” A regional po¬ 
lice spokeswoman said 
the boy had a crossbow 
and a machete. Howev¬ 
er, she was unable to say 


which weapon caused the 
man’s death. She spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of police regula¬ 
tions that prevent her from 
being identified by name. 
An autopsy was being per¬ 
formed to determine the 
teacher’s cause of death. 
Results are not expected 
for several days. 

Authorities did not disclose 
details of how the attack 
played out. But Jarque 
said she and others hid in 
her classroom after hear¬ 
ing the screams, and left 
along with other students 
only after a fire alarm 
sounded. 


“We saw the teacher ly¬ 
ing on the floor in a pool of 
blood," she said. 

Another student, Paula 
Amayuelas, said she knew 
the suspect, who police 
did not identify because 
of his age. Amayuelas said 
the boy “didn’t have prob¬ 
lems but he was kind of a 
loner .... Other students 
would pick on him." 

The two wounded stu¬ 
dents and one of the in¬ 
jured teachers were taken 
to Barcelona hospitals for 
treatment while the other 
injured teacher was treat¬ 
ed at the scene and did 
not need hospitalization. 


Parents and students gath¬ 
ered and hugged each 
other in stunned silence 
outside the school for stu¬ 
dents ages 12-16. The 
teacher killed was a sub¬ 
stitute who had worked 
at the school for about a 
week, students said. 
Though children below 14 
are not held legally respon¬ 
sible for crimes and can¬ 
not be jailed or placed in 
juvenile detention centers, 
they can be sent to men¬ 
tal health institutions, said a 
spokesman for Spain’s Jus¬ 
tice Ministry who spoke on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause of ministry policy.□

Venezuela reports 
receiving $5 billion 
loan from Chinese 

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuelan President 
Nicolas Maduro says China 
has given the socialist South 
American country a $5 billion 
loan. It’s unclear if the mon¬ 
ey is new financing or part of 
a deal announced earlier. 
Maduro said Sunday that 
Venezuela had received $5 
billion from China to fund de¬ 
velopment, and was seek¬ 
ing additional financing. 
China is Venezuela’s largest 
creditor and has loaned it 
more than $40 billion over 
the past five years, much of 
which has been paid back 
in the form of oil deliveries. 
Venezuela sells China more 
than 600,000 barrels of oil a 
day. Venezuela is struggling 
with the world’s highest infla¬ 
tion, a recession and a cash 
crunch brought about partly 
by a steep fall in the price of 
oil, which makes up 95 per¬ 
cent of the country’s export 
earnings. □ 

Colombia’s rebels 
stick by cease-fire 
after deadly attack 

HAVANA (AP) — Colombia’s 
largest rebel group says it’s 
sticking to a unilateral cease¬ 
fire despite a deadly attack 
on soldiers last week by one 
of its own units. The Revo¬ 
lutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia read a statement 
Monday from Havana at the 
end of the latest round of two- 
year-old peace talks. Guer¬ 
rilla leader Ivan Marquez said 
the negotiations aimed at 
ending the half-century con¬ 
flict must continue at all costs. 
He blames the government’s 
failure to declare a truce for 
tragedies like the one last 
week, when rebels killed 11 
members of an army platoon 
while they were sleeping. To 
outraged Colombians the 
attack seemed a clear viola¬ 
tion of the unilateral cease¬ 
fire the rebels declared in 
December. □ 


Philippines, America start combat drills in Pacific

MANILA, Philippines (AP) 

— More than 11,500 Ameri¬ 
can and Filipino military 
personnel launched one 
of their largest annual 
combat exercises Monday 
amid growing alarm over 
massive land reclama¬ 
tion by China in disputed 
South China Sea territories. 
Philippine military officials 
said the “Balikatan,” or 
shoulder-to-shoulder, ma¬ 
neuvers, which involve 
more than 90 aircraft and 
ships, were not directed 
at China. But the venue of 
some of the war games in 
waters facing the disputed 
region and a focus on ter¬ 
ritorial defense appear to 
link the exercises to the 
long-simmering conflict. 
More than 120 Philippine 
and U.S. Marines will be de¬ 
ployed from an amphibi¬ 
ous attack vessel Tuesday 
to simulate the re-taking of 
an island occupied by en¬ 
emy forces in northwestern 
Zambales province, Filipino 
officials said. There will be 
live-fire and search and 
rescue drills as well as civic 
work in other areas. 

China seized control of a 
shoal off Zambales after 
a standoff with Philippine 
ships three years ago. In¬ 
censed, the Philippines 
challenged the validity 
of China’s vast territorial 
claims before an interna¬ 
tional arbitration tribunal in 
2013, straining ties. 

Shortly before overseeing 
the start of the military ex¬ 
ercises, Philippine military 
chief Gen. Gregorio Pio 
Catapang Jr. held a news 
conference to release 
surveillance photos show¬ 
ing Chinese reclamation 
of eight previously sub¬ 
merged reefs in the disput¬ 
ed Spratly Islands, saying 
Beijing’s actions increase 
the risk of an accidental 
confrontation.

In Puerto Rico, a push to revive indigenous culture

SAN LORENZO, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — In Puerto Rico's 
misty, bamboo-studded 
mountains, elementary 
school students are study¬ 
ing a nearly extinct lan¬ 
guage, beating on drums 
and growing native crops 
like cassava and sweet 
potato as they learn about 
the indigenous people 
who lived on the island 
before Christopher Colum¬ 
bus. 

The children in four towns 
in the island's southeast 
corner play a ceremonial 
ball game that was called 
batey by the native Tainos, 
who were all but wiped 
out during colonial times. 
The boys and girls also 
learn words from the local 
Arawak language, which 
was in part rebuilt with help 
from linguists, and still ex¬ 
ists in varying forms among 
other native groups in the 
hemisphere. 

Now, a group of academ¬ 
ics and educators hope 
to expand the Taino edu¬ 
cation program to other 
public schools around the 
U.S. territory in an effort 
to teach children this little 
known part of the territory’s 
history.

Jamaica university

The government is working 
on creating a cannabis li¬ 
censing authority to jump- 
start a lawful medical mari¬ 
juana industry.

Eagles sign quarterback Tim 
Tebow to 1 -year contract 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 

Philadelphia Eagles have 
signed quarterback Tim 
Tebow to a one-year con¬ 
tract, giving the 2007 Heis- 
man Trophy winner his first 
shot in the NFL since the 
Patriots cut him before the 
2013 season. 

The team announced the 
deal Monday but did not 
disclose financial terms. 
Tebow hasn't played in 
the NFL since 2012 with the 
New York Jets. He worked 
as a television analyst last 
year with the SEC Network 


and ESPN. 

The 27-year-old player is 
still highly popular after 
leading Florida to two na¬ 
tional titles and spending 
two seasons with the Den¬ 
ver Broncos. Many fans fol¬ 
low Tebow because of his 
strong Christian beliefs. 

The Eagles already have 
four other quarterbacks on 
their roster: Sam Bradford, 
Mark Sanchez, Matt Bark¬ 
ley and G.J. Kinne. 

Tebow worked out for fhe 
Eagles lasf monfh and Chip 
Kelly later said that he’s al¬ 


ways “been a fan of Tim.” 
Tebow had some success 
in Denver - including a 
playoff win over Piffsburgh 
in January 2012 - but strug¬ 
gled with accuracy. He 
was known for running the 
ball and improvising. 

Kelly has had one of the 
busiest offseasons in the 
NFL, bringing in Tebow, 
Bradford and running back 
DeMarco Murray while

Desisa wins 119th Boston Marathon; Rotich takes women's race

BOSTON (AP) — Lelisa De¬ 
sisa won his first Boston Mar¬ 
athon in 2013. 

He didn't have much time 
to celebrate. 

A few hours after Desisa 
broke the tape on Boylston 
Street on Patriots’ Day, two 
bombs near the finish line 
turned what should be the 
pinnacle of any distance 
runner’s career into an af¬ 
terthought. 

Desisa earned his second 
Boston Marathon title Mon¬ 
day, finishing in 2 hours, 
9 minutes, 17 seconds 
to claim a golden olive 
wreath, the $150,000 first 
prize and a winner's medal 
to replace the one he do¬ 
nated to the city two years 
ago in memory of the vic¬ 
tims. 

And this one he plans to 
enjoy. 

“This medal, I think, is for 
me,” Desisa said. 

Kenya's Carolina Rotich 
won the women's race, 
beating Mare Dibaba in a 
shoulder-to-shoulder sprint 
down Boylston Street to win 
by 4 seconds as the world’s 
most prestigious marathon 
took a tentative step back 
toward normal. 

Boston Athletic Association 
spokesman Jack Fleming 


interrupted the winner's 
news conference to place 
the trophy on the table 
next to Desisa and 2014 
winner Meb Keflezighi and 
thank them both for help¬ 
ing the race heal. 

“In 2013, Lelisa had won 
and we were sitting in 
these same chairs. And 
then soon after, and unfor¬ 
tunately, Lelisa did not get 
to have the kind of victory 
celebration that a cham¬ 
pion of the Boston Mara¬ 
thon should have,” Fleming 
said. “Lelisa, we want you 
to get your due today.” 
Desisa was in the leading 
pack for the entire race, 
pulling away to beat coun¬ 
tryman Yemane Adhane 
Tsegay by 31 seconds in 
the first 1-2 finish for Ethio¬ 
pia in the race’s history. Ke¬ 
nya’s Wilson Chebet was 
third, another 34 seconds 
back. 

Dathan Ritzenhein of Rock¬ 
ford, Michigan, was the 
first American, in seventh. 
Keflezighi finished eighth a 
year after his victory — the 
first for an American man 
since 1983 — gave the city 
a tangible symbol of its 
comeback. 

“I was crying on Boylston 
Street, because it was 
bringing up memories, 
good and bad,” said Ke¬ 


flezighi, who wrote the 
names of the bombing 
victims on his race bib last 
year. “People were cheer¬ 
ing like crazy, saying ‘U- 
S-A!’ I was chanting with 
them.” 

The 2004 Olympic silver 
medalist, who will turn 40 
next month, was among 
the leaders until the 35-kilo- 
meter mark, when he took 
a drink of water that went 
down the wrong way. He 
had to stop five times to 
vomit. 

As it did last year, the 
crowd encouraged him to 
go on. A few hundred feet 
from the finish, he sprinted 
to catch up to one of the 
female stragglers, grab¬ 
bing her hand and crossing 
alongside her. 

“It was an amazing oppor¬ 
tunity for us to finish togeth¬ 
er,” Keflezighi said. “Hope¬ 
fully, it will be a memorable 
experience for both of us.” 


Two years after the ex¬ 
plosions, “Boston Strong” 
was still ubiquitous — on 
shirts and signs, written in 
chalk on the street and 
shouted by spectators. 
But the crowds along the 
26.2-mile course from Hop- 
kinton to Copley Square 
were smaller than in 2014, 
no doubt thinned by the 
mid-40s temperatures, stiff 
wind and rain that was ex¬ 
pected to pick up in the 
afternoon. 

With many of the runners 
wearing long sleeves and 
gloves to fight off the cold, 
American Desiree Linden 
led for much of the wom¬ 
en’s race. But Linden fell 
off the pace in the final 
miles as Rotich and a pair 
of Ethiopians pulled away. 
After Buzunesh Deba, last 
year’s runner-up, fell be¬ 
hind at the final turn onto 
Boylston Street, Rotich 
and Dibaba ran together 


for the final quarter-mile, 
switching places before 
Rotich kicked into the lead 
for her first Boston title. 

“I got to the last corner and 
I saw the finish line tape 
and I thought, ‘This is it. I’m 
not going to let it go,”’ said 
Rotich, who also collected 
$150,000 while giving Ke¬ 
nya its fifth straight wom¬ 
en's champion. “I was like, 
‘No, not today.' And I kept 
going.” 

Rotich won in 2:24:55, with 
Deba in third. Linden fin¬ 
ished fourth, and fellow 
U.S. Olympian Shalane Fla¬ 
nagan was ninth. 

American Tatyana McFad- 
den won her third straight 
women’s wheelchair race, 
and Marcel Hug won his 
first men’s title earlier Mon¬ 
day. Ernst Van Dyk, the 
most decorated Boston 
Marathon competitor in 
history, finished second in 
his attempt to win the race 
for an 11th time. 

Security was visible but not 
intrusive for the second run¬ 
ning since the bombings. 
State and local police, 
some riding bicycles and 
others on all-terrain vehi¬ 
cles, were supplemented 
by National Guard soldiers 
who walked alongside the 
road, applauding passing 
runners and occasionally 
reaching across the tem¬ 
porary fencing to high-five 
fans. 

Officials were preparing for 
a crowd of 1 million spec¬ 
tators stretched along the 
route. 

Like Desisa, they were also 
looking for something to 
celebrate. 

“Last year was important 
to have a better ending 
than that day in 2013, and 
to support Boston,” said 
Ramona Turner, who came 
from Winnipeg, Canada, 
to watch her husband run 
for the third year in a row. 
“This year. I’m here for the 
party.”□

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google is about to change 
the way its influential search 
engine recommends web¬ 
sites on smartphones in a 
shift that’s expected to 
sway where millions of peo¬ 
ple shop, eat and find infor¬ 
mation. 

The revised formula, sched¬ 
uled to be released Tues¬ 
day, will favor websites that 
Google defines as “mobile- 
friendly.” Websites that 
don’t fit the description will 
be demoted in Google’s 
search results on smart¬ 
phones while those meet¬ 
ing the criteria will be more 
likely to appear at the top 
of the rankings — a prized 
position that can trans¬ 
late into more visitors and 
money. Although Google's 
new formula won't affect 
searches on desktop and 
laptop computers, it will 
have a huge influence on 
how and where people 
spend their money, given 
that more people are rely¬ 
ing on their smartphones to 
compare products in stores 
and look for restaurants. 
That’s why Google’s new 
rating system is being billed 
by some search experts as 
“Mobile-geddon.” 

“Some sites are going to be 
in for a big surprise when 
they find a drastic change 
in the amount of people 
visiting them from mobile 
devices," said Itai Sadan, 
CEO of website-building 
service Duda. 

It’s probably the most signif¬ 
icant change that Google 
Inc. has ever made to its 
mobile search rankings, 
according to Matt McGee, 
editor-in-chief for Search 
Engine Land, a trade pub¬ 
lication that follows every 
tweak that the company 
makes to its closely guard¬ 
ed algorithms. 

Here are a few things to 
know about what’s hap¬ 


pening and why Google is 
doing it. 

MAKING MOBILE FRIENDS 
To stay in Google’s good 
graces, websites must be 
designed so they load 
quickly on mobile devices. 
Content must also be eas¬ 
ily accessible by scrolling 
up and down — without 
having to also swipe to the 
left or right. It also helps if 
all buttons for making pur¬ 
chases or taking other ac¬ 
tions on the website can be 
easily seen and touched 
on smaller screens. 

If a website has been de¬ 
signed only with PC users 
in mind, the graphics take 
longer to load on smart¬ 
phones and the columns 
of text don't all fit on the 
smaller screens, to the ag¬ 
gravation of someone try¬ 
ing to read it. 

Google has been urging 
websites to cater to mobile 
device for years, mainly be¬ 
cause that is where people 
are increasingly searching 


for information. 

The number of mobile 
searches in the U.S. is rising 
by about 5 percent while 
inquiries on PCs are dipping 
slightly, according to re¬ 
search firm comScore Inc. 
In the final three months 
of last year, 29 percent of 
all U.S. search requests — 
about 18.5 billion — were 
made on mobile devic¬ 
es, comScore estimated. 
Google processes the bulk 
of searches — two-thirds in 
the U.S. and even more in 
many other countries. 
BRACING FOR CHANGE 
To minimize complaints, 
the company disclosed its 
plans nearly two months 
ago. It also created a step- 
by-step guide (http://bit. 
ly/lGyCOId ) and a tool to 
test compliance with the 
new standards (http://bit. 
ly/1 EVi9R3). 

Google has faced uproar 
over past changes to its 
search formula. Two of 
the bigger revisions, done 


in 2011 and 2012, focused 
on an attempt to weed 
out misleading websites 
and other digital rubbish. 
Although that goal sounds 
reasonable, many web¬ 
sites still complained that 
Google's changes unfairly 
demoted them in the rank¬ 
ings, making their content 
more difficult to find. 

STILL CAUGHT OFF GUARD 
While most major mer¬ 
chants and big companies 
already have websites like¬ 
ly to meet Google’s mobile 
standard, the new formula 
threatens to hurt millions 
of small businesses that 
haven't had the money 
or incentive to adapt their 
sites for smartphones. 

“A lot of small sites haven’t 
really had a reason to be 
mobile friendly until now, 
and it's not going to be 
easy for them to make the 
changes,” McGee said. 
BURYING HELPFUL CONTENT 
Google's search formula 
weighs a variety of factors 


to determine the rankings 
of its results. One of the most 
important considerations 
has always been whether a 
site contains the most perti¬ 
nent information sought by 
a search request. 

But new pecking order in 
Google's mobile search 
may relegate some sites 
to the back pages of the 
search results, even if their 
content is more relevant to 
a search request than oth¬ 
er sites that happen to be 
easier to access on smart¬ 
phones. That will be an un¬ 
fortunate consequence, 
but also justifiable because 
a person might not even 
bother to look at sites that 
take a long time to open or 
difficult to read on mobile 
devices, Gartner analyst 
Whit Andrews said. 
“Availability is part of rel¬ 
evancy,” Andrews said. “A 
lot of people aren’t going 
to think something is rele¬ 
vant if they can’t get it to 
appear on their iPhone."□ 
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Morgan Stanley’s income jumps 60% on trading boost 


NEW YORK (AP) — Mor¬ 
gan Stanley reported a 60 
percent jump in quarterly 
profit Monday, as revenue 
from trading stocks and 
bonds lifted the investment 
bank’s results. 

First-quarter net income 
rose to $2.31 billion from 
$1.45 billion a year earlier, 
the New York bank said. On 
a per-share basis, Morgan 


Stanley's earnings worked 
out to $1.18. Excluding a 
one-time tax benefit, the 
bank earned 89 cents per 
share, easily beating ana¬ 
lysts’ average forecast of 
78 cents, according to the 
data provider FactSet. 
Revenue for the quarter 
rose to $9.91 billion from 
$9 billion the year before. 
That's much better than 


the $9.19 billion analysts 
had expected, according 
to the data provider Fact- 
Set. The news sent Morgan 
Stanley’s stock up 45 cents, 
or 1.2 percent, to $37.23. 
The bank’s shares have 
surged 19 percent over 
the past year, outperform¬ 
ing the broader market. 
The Standard & Poor's 500 
index gained 12 percent 


over the same stretch. 

The biggest boost to the 
bank’s revenues came 
from trading. Morgan Stan¬ 
ley said sales and trading 
of stocks brought in $2.29 
billion, up 31 percent over 
the same quarter of last 
year. Trading of bonds, 
currencies and commodi¬ 
ties rose 16 percent to $2 
billion. It was a similar story 


for other banks in the first 
quarter, which often ben¬ 
efit from swings in financial 
markets. 

In the years after the finan¬ 
cial crisis, Morgan Stan¬ 
ley has shifted from rely¬ 
ing on trading bonds and 
currencies toward more 
stable businesses, such 
as managing money for 
wealthy clientsO

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

stock market bounced 
back from a big loss on Fri¬ 
day after getting a boost 
from some good first-quar¬ 
ter earnings reports. 

Toy maker Hasbro report¬ 
ed an unexpected gain in 
sales on the back of strong 


demand for its Transformer, 
Nerf and Marvel toys. Oil 
and gas services company 
Halliburton and investment 
bank Morgan Stanley also 
reported results that we’re 
better than analysts were 
expecting. 

Stocks were recovering 
from a big slump on Friday 
when worries about the 


unresolved Greek debt cri¬ 
sis and some disappointing 
earnings reports rattled fi¬ 
nancial markets. 

This week is one of the busi¬ 
est for first-quarter earn¬ 
ings with 147 companies, 
close to one-third of those 
in the S&P 500, scheduled 
to report their results. Inves¬ 
tors are already expecting 


weak earnings because a 
surge in the dollar is hurting 
overseas sales. A big drop 
in oil prices is also hitting 
energy companies. 

The strong earnings Mon¬ 
day “are setting a good 
trend to start the week," 
said David Lyon, a global 
investment specialist at 
JPMorgan Private Bank. 
“Earnings are coming in 
better than the weakened 
expectations.” 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index climbed 19.22 points, 
or 0.9 percent, to 2,100.40. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average gained 208.63 
points, or 1.2 percent, to 
18,034.93. The Nasdaq 
composite climbed 62.79 
points, or 1.3 percent, to 
4,994.60. 

Currently, analysts are pre¬ 
dicting earnings per share 
will slide by an average 
of 2.6 percent for S&P 500 
companies in the first quar¬ 
ter, according to S&P Cap¬ 
ital IG data. If that forecast 
holds, it will mark the first 
period that earnings have 
contracted since the third 
quarter of 2009, when the 
U.S. was emerging from the 
Great Recession. 


On Monday, though, the 
reports were better than 
forecast. 

Hasbro was the biggest 
gainer in the S&P 500 index 
after reporting better-than- 
expected earnings. The 
company is battling a shift 
toward video gaming, but 
unexpectedly reported 
rising revenue for the first 
quarter. The stock jumped 
$8.27, or 13 percent, to 
$74.16. 

Halliburton was another 
company to gain after 
posting earnings that beat 
expectations. 

The company reported 
a $643 million loss for the 
first quarter, but after asset 
write-offs, severance costs 
and other items had been 
accounted for, the com¬ 
pany logged earnings per 
share of 49 cents. Hallibur¬ 
ton’s stock rose 96 cents, or 
2 percent, to $47.85. 

Stocks have moved be¬ 
tween big upswings and 
losses for much of the 
year, and the S&P 500 has 
gained only 2 percent so 
far in 2015. 

Not all investors are posi¬ 
tive on the near-term out¬ 
look for stocks. □ 


Groupon selling controlling stake in Ticket Monster 


CHICAGO (AP) — Online 
daily deal service Groupon 
is selling its controlling stake 
in Ticket Monster to a part¬ 
nership formed by KKR and 
Anchor Equity Partners for 
$360 million. 

Groupon purchased Ticket 
Monster, a South Korean 
online ticket seller, in Janu¬ 
ary 2014 from LivingSocial 
Inc. in a $260 million cash- 
and-stock transaction. 

As part of the deal with 
KKR and Anchor Equity, 


Groupon will receive $285 
million in cash, while Ticket 
Monster will get the remain¬ 
ing amount. Groupon said 
it plans to use proceeds 
from the sale of the 46 per¬ 
cent stake for general cor¬ 
porate purposes and stock 
buybacks. 

“As the Korean market de¬ 
veloped, it became ob¬ 
vious that Ticket Monster 
would benefit from addi¬ 
tional resources and local 
expertise in its drive to be 


the leading social com¬ 
merce company in Korea,” 
Groupon CEO Eric Lefkof- 
sky said in a statement. 
Anchor Equity is based in 
Hong Kong. KKR has offices 
in the U.S. and abroad, in¬ 
cluding Hong Kong, Seoul, 
Tokyo, Beijing and Singa¬ 
pore. 

Groupon said Monday that 
it will still have a 41 percent 
stake in Ticket Monster af¬ 
ter the transaction is com¬ 
plete. 


The deal is targeted to 
close in the second quar¬ 
ter. 

Groupon said that due to 
the Ticket Monster transac¬ 
tion — and changes in for¬ 
eign currency exchange 
rates — it now foresees 
first-quarter adjusted earn¬ 
ings between a penny and 
3 cents per share and rev¬ 
enue in a range of $720 
million to $770 million. Its 
prior outlook was for ad¬ 
justed earnings between 


breakeven and two cents 
per share and revenue in 
a range of $790 million to 
$840 million. 

Analysts polled by FactSet 
expect earnings of a pen¬ 
ny per share on revenue of 
$822.4 million. 

In addition, Groupon Inc. 
said that its board has ap¬ 
proved a new $300 million 
stock buyback. The repur¬ 
chase program is subject 
to the closing of the Ticket 
Monster transaction. □ 
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My Father's Secret

The Lost Language of Privacy

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. - Dad had 
a twinkle in his eye. 

“Wait until you see this trick,’’ 
he told me. “This secret. 
You’re guaranteed to make 
money. I’ll show you when we 
sit down at a table.” 

A blackjack table, he meant. 
Dad loves blackjack, espe¬ 
cially with my three siblings 
and me, and we’ll circle a 
casino floor for an hour just 
to find a dealer with enough 
empty seats for three or four 
or all five of us, so that we can 
have our own little cabal. 

He inducted us into the game 
decades ago, in Vegas, and 
we continued to play over the 
years, because it was another 
excuse and another way to 
spend time together: our ritu¬ 
al, our refuge. 

Before last weekend, we 
hadn’t played in a long while. 
But for his 80th birthday, he 
got to choose the agenda 
for a weekend out of town. 
He picked blackjack. And he 
picked Atlantic City, because 
it was closer than Vegas and 
good enough. 

It’s funny how modest his de¬ 
sires can be, given what a 
grand life he’s lived. He’s the 
American dream incarnate, 
all pluck and luck and fero¬ 
ciously hard work and sweetly 
savored payoff. 

He grew up outside New York 
City, the oldest child of rela¬ 
tively poor immigrants from 
southern Italy. English was his 
second language. 

He managed to be elected 
president of his high school 
over the blond quarterback 
from the right side of the 
tracks, then won a full scholar¬ 
ship to college. But first he had 
to persuade his parents that 
four years in New Hampshire 
at a place called Dartmouth 
could be as beneficial as an 
apprenticeship in a trade. 

He married a grade-school 
sweetheart and stayed mar¬ 
ried to her through business 
school, a sequence of bet¬ 
ter jobs and a succession of 
bigger homes until she died 
at 61, just months shy of his 
retirement and of what were 
supposed to be their golden 
years. He eventually learned 
how to work the dishwasher, 
but never how to go more 


than a few minutes without 
pining for her. 

It’s the phase of his life since 
my mother that I find most 
compelling, because it’s a 
tribute to what people are 
capable of on the inside, not 
the outside. 

They can open up, soften up 
and step up. When Mom was 
around, my father’s assigned 
role in the family was as the 
stern disciplinarian - he played 
the warden, so that Mom 
could be our friend - and he 
was never forced to notice 
our hurts or attend to them, to 
provide succor and counsel in 
matters of the heart. 

Then he had to, because he 
was the only parent left. He 
held my sister’s hand through 
her divorce. He made sure to 
tell me and my partner that 
our place in the family was the 
same as any other couple’s. 
And his nine grandchildren, 
only two of whom my mother 
lived to meet, came to know 
him as their most fervent and 
forgiving cheerleader, ever 
vigilant, ever indulgent. Their 
birthdays are the sturdiest part 
of his memory. He never fails 
to send a gift. 

A generous man from the 
start, he has somehow grown 
even more generous still, not 
just with items of measurable 
value but with those of im¬ 
measurable worth, like his 
time. His gestures. His emo¬ 
tions. 

He has figured out what 
makes him happiest, and 
it’s doing the little bit that he 
can to nudge the people he 
loves toward their own con¬ 
tentment. It’s letting us know 
how much he wants us to get 
there. It’s being obvious about 
all of that and, in the process, 
bringing a smile to our lips, a 
twinkle to our eyes. 

Here’s what happened, on 
this milestone birthday of his, 
when we finally found the 
right blackjack table and 
fanned out around him and it 
was time for his trick: 

He asked each of us - his kids, 
our life mates - to stretch out 
a hand. And into every palm 
he pressed two crisp hundred- 
dollar bills, so that our initial 
bets would be on him and we 
would start out ahead of the 
game. 

“See?” he said. “You’re al¬ 
ready a winner.” 

That was it - his secret for 
blackjack, which is really his 
secret for life, and has noth¬ 
ing, obviously, to do with the 
money, which we’re blessed 
enough not to need too keen¬ 
ly and he’s blessed enough 
not to miss too badly. 

It has to do with his eager¬ 
ness, in this late stage of life, 
to make sure that we un¬ 
derstand our primacy in his 
thoughts and his jubilation in 
our presence. It has to with his 
expansiveness. 

I pray I learn from his secret. I 
hope to steal it.Q

Like a lot of people. I’ve come to 
believe that it would be a good 
idea to put body-mounted cam¬ 
eras on police officers. I now be¬ 
lieve this for several reasons. 

First, there have been too many 
cases in which police officers 
have abused their authority and 
then covered it up. Second, 
it seems probable that cops 
would be less likely to abuse 
their authority if they were being 
tracked. Third, human memory is 
an unreliable faculty. We might 
be able to reduce the number of 
wrongful convictions and acquit¬ 
tals if we have cameras record¬ 
ing more events. 

I’ve come to this conclusion, but I 
haven’t come to it happily. And, 
as the debate over cop-cams 
has unfolded, I’ve been surprised 
by how many people don’t 
see the downside to this policy. 
Most people don’t even seem 
to recognize the damage these 
cameras will do both to police- 
civilian relations and to privacy. 
As the debate has unfolded, it’s 
become clear that more and 
more people have lost even the 
language of privacy and an un¬ 
derstanding of why privacy is im¬ 
portant. 

Let’s start with the basics. 

Privacy is important to the de¬ 
velopment of full individuals be¬ 
cause there has to be an interior 


zone within each person that oth¬ 
er people don’t see. There has 
to be a zone where half-formed 
thoughts and delicate emotions 
can grow and evolve, without 
being exposed to the harsh glare 
of public judgment. There has to 
be a place where you can be 
free to develop ideas and con¬ 
victions away from the pressure 
to conform. There has to be a 
spot where you are only yourself 
and can define yourself. 

Privacy is important to families 
and friendships because there 
has to be a zone where you can 
be fully known. There has to be 
a private space where you can 
share your doubts and secrets 
and expose your weaknesses 
with the expectation that you will 
still be loved and forgiven and 
supported. 

Privacy is important for com¬ 
munities because there has to 
be a space where people with 
common affiliations can devel¬ 
op bonds of affection and trust. 
There has to be a boundary be¬ 
tween us and them. Within that 
boundary, you look out for each 
other; you rally to support each 
other; you cut each other some 
slack; you share fierce common 
loyalties. 

All these concentric circles of pri¬ 
vacy depend on some level of 
shrouding. They depend on some 
level of secrecy and awareness 
of the distinction between the 
inner privileged space and the 
outer exposed space. They de¬ 
pend on the understanding that 
what happens between us stays 
between us. 

Cop-cams chip away at that. The 
cameras will undermine commu¬ 
nal bonds. Putting a camera on 
someone is a sign that you don’t 
trust him or that he doesn’t trust 
you. When a police officer is 
wearing a camera, the contact 
between an officer and a civil¬ 
ian is less likely to be like intimate 
friendship and more likely to be 
oppositional and transactional. 
Putting a camera on an officer 


means she is less likely to cut you 
some slack, less likely to not write 
that ticket, or to bend the regu¬ 
lations a little as a sign of mutual 
care. 

Putting a camera on the police 
officer means that authority re¬ 
sides less in the wisdom and in¬ 
tegrity of the officer and more in 
the videotape. During a trial, if a 
crime isn’t captured on the tape, 
it will be presumed to never have 
happened. 

Cop-cams will insult families. It’s 
worth pointing out that less than 
20 percent of police calls involve 
felonies, and less than 1 percent 
of police-citizen contacts involve 
police use of force. Most of the 
time cops are mediating dis¬ 
putes, helping those in distress, 
dealing with the mentally ill or 
going into some home where 
someone is having a meltdown. 
When a police officer comes into 
your home wearing a camera, 
he’s trampling on the privacy 
that makes a home a home. He’s 
recording people on what could 
be the worst day of their lives and 
inhibiting their ability to lean on 
the officer for care and support. 
Cop-cams insult individual dignity 
because the embarrassing things 
recorded by them will inevitably 
get swapped around. The vid¬ 
eos of the naked crime victim, 
the berserk drunk, the screaming 
maniac will inevitably get post¬ 
ed online - as they are already. 
With each leak, culture gets a 
little coarser. The rules designed 
to keep the videos out of public 
view will inevitably be eroded 
and bent. 

So, yes, on balance, cop-cams 
are a good idea. But, as a jour¬ 
nalist, I can tell you that when I 
put a notebook or a camera 
between me and my subjects, I 
am creating distance between 
me and them. Cop-cams strike 
a blow for truth, but they strike a 
blow against relationships. Soci¬ 
ety will be more open and trans¬ 
parent but less humane and trust- 
ing. □

‘Poor Door’ building draws 88,000 applicants

NEW YORK - The glassy 
new tower in New York City 
that attracted an outcry 
for featuring one entrance 
for condominium owners 
and another one for low- 
income tenants has drawn 
more than 88,000 applica¬ 
tions for the 55 affordable 
rental units, the developer 
said. 

“I guess people like it,” said 
Gary Barnett, founder and 
president of Extell Devel¬ 
opment Co. “It shows that 
there's a tremendous de¬ 
mand for high-quality af¬ 
fordable housing in beauti¬ 
ful neighborhoods." 

The separate entrances at 
the building, on the Upper 
West Side of Manhattan, 
drew heavy criticism last 
year from some officials 
and affordable-housing 
advocates who saw the 
configuration as represent¬ 
ing unequal treatment. 
The arrangement, which 
spawned the catchphrase 
“poor door,” puts the af¬ 
fordable apartments in a 
segment attached to the 
condo building and is al¬ 
lowed under zoning rules 
that the administration of 
Mayor Bill de Blasio says it is 
now working to change. 
Despite the controversy, it 
is not surprising that people 
are knocking down the 
poor door to get in. Hous¬ 
ing lotteries, which the city 
uses to distribute subsidized 
apartments in new build¬ 
ings, have been drawing 
record numbers after the 


system began allowing on¬ 
line applications in 2013 
and as the rental market 
has gotten tighter. 

The lotteries are expected 
to multiply after de Blasio's 
pledge to produce 80,000 
new affordable units over 


Living project in Long Island 
City in Queens has drawn 
the most applications so 
far, more fhan 92,000 for 
924 below-market-rate 
apartments in a lottery that 
closed last year.

Kids of Cold War crocs going to Cuba on conservation mission

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Cu¬ 
ba's efforts to sustain the 
critically endangered Cu¬ 
ban crocodile are get¬ 
ting a boost from Sweden, 
home to a pair of reptiles 
that Fidel Castro gave to a 
Soviet cosmonaut four de¬ 
cades ago. 

A Stockholm zoo on Sun¬ 
day is sending 10 of the 
couple’s children to Cuba, 
where they will be placed 
in quarantine and eventu¬ 
ally released into the Za¬ 
pata Swamp, said Jonas 
Wahlstrom, the zookeeper 
who raised them. 

“It’s the dream of any zoo 
director to be part of re¬ 
leasing animals into the 
wild,” said Wahlstrom, 62, 
clutching one of the stout¬ 
legged youngsters outside 
its enclosure at the Skan- 
sen aquarium and zoo in 
Stockholm. The 10 croco¬ 
diles each are about 1 
Vi years old and a meter 
(yard) long. 

The Cuban crocodile, 
once found across the Ca¬ 
ribbean, is restricted today 
to two swamps in Cuba, 
where it is threatened by 
interbreeding with Ameri¬ 
can crocodiles, habitat 
loss and illegal hunting. 
Wahlstrom said he re¬ 
ceived his original couple 
during a 1981 trip to Mos¬ 
cow. They had ended up 
in the Soviet capital after 
Castro gave them to cos¬ 
monaut Vladimir Shatalov 
in the 1970s as a token of

friendship between the 
communist nations. 

“He (Shatalov) brought 
them back to Moscow and 
he had them in his flat un¬ 
til his wife said: ‘No more!’ 
And then he had to give 
them to the zoo in Mos¬ 
cow," Wahlstrom told The 
Associated Press. 

But the zoo officials didn't 
have a good space for 
the aquatic reptiles so 
they asked Wahlstrom if he 
could take them to Swe¬ 
den. 

“I had them as my hand 
luggage back from Mos¬ 
cow," Wahlstrom said. 


Zoo officials in Moscow 
confirmed the background 
of the crocodiles and their 
handover to Wahlstrom. 
Later named Hillary and 
Castro — in a nod to in¬ 
ternational politics — the 
two crocodiles have be¬ 
come a star attraction at 
Wahlstrom's zoo, where 
they have been breed¬ 
ing since 1984. Wahlstrom 
said he’s sent hatchlings 
to zoos worldwide, but this 
is the first time he’s given 
any to Cuba for introduc¬ 
tion into the wild. Cuba’s 
representative to Sweden 
welcomed the move. 


“We need this type of croc¬ 
odiles,” Cuban Ambas¬ 
sador Francisco Florentino 
said as he inspected the 
animals before their depar¬ 
ture Sunday. 

With only about 4,000 ani¬ 
mals remaining in the wild, 
the Cuban crocodile, or 
Crocodylus rhombifer, is 
red-listed by the Interna¬ 
tional Union for Conserva¬ 
tion of Nature. The popula¬ 
tion is restricted to Cuba’s 
Zapata Swamp and the Isle 
of Youth. 

This would be the first time 
that Cuban crocodiles 
raised abroad are intro¬ 


duced into the wild in 
Cuba, according to Nata¬ 
lia Rossi of the Wildlife Con¬ 
servation Society. She's 
been involved in other ef¬ 
forts to protect crocodiles 
in the Caribbean island 
nation but not the Swed¬ 
ish project. However, the 
crocodiles first would be 
genetically screened to 
ensure that they come 
from a pure breed, Rossi 
said. The Cuban crocodile 
can be distinguished from 
its American cousin by the 
way it walks and its char¬ 
acteristic bony ridge be¬ 
hind the eyes.Q

— Country music star Willie 
Nelson announced plans 
Monday to roll out his own 
brand of marijuana, capi¬ 
talizing on his association 
with pot and the unofficial 
stoner holiday, 4/20. 

The move makes the 
81-year-old “Roll Me Up 
and Smoke Me When I Die” 
singer the latest celebrity 
to jump into the marijuana 
marketplace. 

“Willie's Reserve" will be 
grown and sold in Colora¬ 
do and Washington, where 
recreational pot is legal. 
Nelson said in a statement 
that he’s “looking forward 
to working with the best 
growers in Colorado and 
Washington to make sure 
our product is the best on 
the market." 

Nelson joins other famous 
pot personalities, including 
rapper Snoop Dogg, who 
endorses vaporizing prod¬ 
ucts; singer Melissa Ether¬ 
idge, developing mari¬ 
juana-infused wine; and 
reality TV star and self-help 


guru Bethenny Frankel, 
who is working on a strain 
of Skinnygirl weed that 
wouldn’t leave users with 
the munchies. 

“Like other industries, 
branding and creative 
marketing is a big part of 
supporting legal cannabis 
products,” said Vicki Chris- 
tophersen, director of the 
Washington CannaBusiness 
Association. 

Christophersen said these 
connections continue a 
long tradition of celebrities 
endorsing the use of mari¬ 
juana — even decades 
before it became legal for 
adult use. 

Nelson, who was not avail¬ 
able for comment Mon¬ 
day, is among those with 
well-established connec¬ 
tions to cannabis. Fle’s 
been a decriminalization 
advocate and has been 
busted for pot possession 
several times. Fie also ap¬ 
peared in the stoner com¬ 
edy “Half Baked.” 
Washington and Colorado 
made pot legal for adult 
use in 2012. Oregon, Alaska 
and the District of Colum¬ 


bia also have removed le¬ 
gal restrictions, and more 
states are expected to 
vote on legalization next 
year. The moves have cre¬ 
ated marketing opportuni¬ 
ties, but links to celebrity 
smokers aren’t always con¬ 
sidered a positive. 

This year, the National Can¬ 
nabis Industry Association 
decided to drop actor 
Tommy Chong — co-star of 
the “Cheech and Chong" 
comedy team — as it pre¬ 
pared to lobby Congress 
for pot-friendly regulations. 
The group wanted to move 
past the stoner stereotypes 
they say Chong represents 
in favor of positioning pot 
as similar to fine wine. 
Others see it differently, 
however. 

Chong has an endorse¬ 
ment deal with Marisol 
Therapeutics, a pot shop in 
Pueblo, Colorado, that sells 
a strain in his name. 

Store owner Mike Stetler 
called Chong marijuana’s 
equivalent of the Marlboro 
Man, and when it comes 
to pot pitchmen, he asked, 
“Who better?’U 


Julio Iglesias to 
receive honorary 
degree from Berklee 
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Iconic Israeli actor Chaim Topol reflects on long career

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — He 

was Tevye the milkman of 
“Fiddler on the Roof” fame, 
James Bond’s wingman in 
“For Your Eyes Only” and a 
nutty professor in the 1980’s 
cult classic “Flash Gordon.” 
Long before Israelis like su¬ 
permodel Bar Refaeli and 
Wonder Woman actress 
Gal Gadot made their 
names internationally, 
Chaim Topol was winning 
Golden Globe awards as 
his country's most famous 
ambassador to Hollywood. 
Now, nearly 80 and still in¬ 
volved in theater, he is 
being awarded the Jew¬ 
ish state’s most prestigious 
honor this week — the Israel 
Prize for lifetime achieve¬ 
ment. 

In an era when many Israeli 
entertainers try to make it 
big in the English-speaking 
world — and even the most 
minor global achievements 
of Israelis in the arts are 
championed as a source 
of national pride — it is of¬ 
ten forgotten that a gen¬ 
eration ago one of their 
own was so successful that 
he came to be known by a 
single name: Topol. 

Still living in the Tel Aviv 
childhood home of his wife 
of 60 years, Topol is tak¬ 


ing his latest recognition 
in stride, just as he has the 
various highlights of his sto¬ 
ried career. 

“I wasn’t brought up in Hol¬ 
lywood. I was brought up in 
a kibbutz here and I started 
to work at the age of 14 in 
a printing house,” he said, 
seated in a living room 
adorned with paintings, 
sculptures and Judaica. 
“Obviously, when you are 
successful in a film and the 
money flows, yes, obvious¬ 
ly, it is very nice. But to tell 


you that is the most impor¬ 
tant thing, I am not sure.” 
Topol got his start in act¬ 
ing in a theatrical troupe in 
the Israeli army in the 1950s, 
where he met his future 
wife Galia. His first major 
breakthrough was the lead 
role in the groundbreaking 
1964 Israeli film Sallah Sha- 
bati, about the hardships of 
Middle Eastern immigrants 
to Israel. The film was nomi¬ 
nated for the Academy 
Award for Best Foreign Lan¬ 
guage Film and earned 


Topol his first Golden Globe 
Award. 

Two years later, he made 
his English-language film 
debut alongside Kirk Doug¬ 
las in “Cast a Giant Shad¬ 
ow.” But the role of his life 
arrived in fhe long-running 
musical “Fiddler on the 
Roof,” in which he played 
a Jewish father trying to 
maintain his people's cul¬ 
tural traditions amid tumult 
in their Russian shtetl. 

After years of playing Tevye 
on stage in London and on 


Broadway, he scored the 
lead role in the 1971 Nor¬ 
man Jewison-directed film 
version, winning the Golden 
Globe award for lead ac¬ 
tor and being nominated 
for a Best Actor Academy 
Award. He lost out to Gene 
Hackman in “The French 
Connection.” 

He estimates the film has 
been seen by over a bil¬ 
lion people and it sealed 
Topol's status as an inter¬ 
national film celebrity and 
Jewish symbol for his ren¬ 
ditions of such hits as “If I 
Were a Rich Man.” All told, 
he said he has played the 
part more than 3,500 times 
on stage, most recently in 
2009. He still fields requests 
to play it. 

Topol appeared in more 
than 30 movies, including 
the lead in “Galileo,” Dr. 
Hans Zarkov in “Flash Gor¬ 
don" and starring along¬ 
side Roger Moore as 007’s 
foil-turned-ally Milos Colum- 
bo in “For Your Eyes Only.” 
But the role that defined 
his career was Tevye, and 
Topol has no problem with 
that. 

“How many people are 
known for one part? How 
many people in my profes¬ 
sion are known worldwide? 
So I am nof complaining," 
he said. □ 


Tom Stoppard calls it a ‘frightening time’ for free speech

NEW YORK (AP) — Play¬ 
wright Tom Stoppard said 
he will accept PEN’S high¬ 
est award next month in 
New York to help put a 
spotlight on a “frightening 
time” for free expression. 
Stoppard is to accept the 
PEN/Allen Foundation Lit¬ 
erary Service Award, the 
highest honor bestowed 
by the American chapter 
of the global human-rights 
organization of writers and 
editors. 

“People like me are cho¬ 
sen, in a sense, to represent 
what PEN and other organi¬ 
zations are doing 24/7. So I 
can say I’m proud to repre¬ 
sent them," the playwright 
said. 

Charlie Hebdo, the Parisian 
satirical magazine that was 
a target of a deadly shoot¬ 


ing in January, also will be 
honored. Staff member 
Jean-Baptiste Thoret, who 
barely escaped the attack 
that killed eight of his co¬ 
workers and four others, will 
receive the PEN/Toni and 


James C. Goodale Free¬ 
dom of Expression Courage 
Award. 

Stoppard, who has cam¬ 
paigned for oppressed art¬ 
ists and political dissidents 


in Eastern and Central Eu¬ 
rope, said threats to free 
speech are worse now 
than ever, from radical Is¬ 
lam to U.S. government sur¬ 
veillance. 

“The problem is deeper 
and, really, much more 
complicated. I think it's 
quite a frightening time,” 
said the playwright, who 
scripted the Oscar-winning 
film “Shakespeare in Love” 
and has written plays in¬ 
cluding “Arcadia" and 
“The Real Thing.” 

“You kind of stand there in 
your Western idea of what 
morality is and what amo- 
rality is and suddenly you’re 
not quite sure. You thought 
you’d always known what 
was which and suddenly, 
you're not sure. This is the 
fate of thoughtful people 
as the century unfolds." 

In addition to the Paris at¬ 


tack, PEN Executive Direc¬ 
tor Suzanne Nossel pointed 
to other moves against 
writers, including a gun¬ 
man who opened fire on a 
Copenhagen cultural cen¬ 
ter in March and a South 
African novelist confined 
for comments she made 
in appreciation of Salman 
Rushdie. 

“It is a climate of hair-trig¬ 
ger sensitivity to certain 
kinds of speech and a very 
dangerous moment for 
writers who are seated in 
the crosshairs,” said Nossel. 
“It is a tough moment on 
many fronts.” 

Stoppard said he and fel¬ 
low artists have lately found 
it difficult to tread the line 
between a desire for abso¬ 
lute right of free expression 
and the hope of being re¬ 
spectful to those with differ¬ 
ent beliefs and creeds. □
